AMERICAN ANECDOTES. 
Revolutionary and Miscellaneous. 
PRUDE*S CE AND BRAVERY OF MAJOR LER, 

Major Lee, on the 19th of July 1779, with 
about three hundred men completcly surpris- 
ed the British garrison at Paulus Hook, di- 
rectly opposite the city of New-York, and 
brought off one hundred and fifty nine prison- 
ere; having killed about thirty of the British ; 
while’ the loss of the Americans was only two 
killed and three wounded. Congress gave 
thanks to Major Lee, and ordered a go!d me 
dal to be struck and presented to him, as com- 
memorative of the action, and as a reward 
“for his prudence, address and bravery.” 
DARING INTREPIDITY AND ADDRESS OF COL. WHITE. 

Just before the commencement of the siege 
of Savannah, in 1779, an enterprise was at- 
chieved, by six Americans, remarkable for 
the address and daring intrepidity with which 
it was planned and executed. Captain French, 
of the British army, with about one hundred 
men had taken post on the Ogeehee river, 
where were also forty sailors on board of five 
s:itish vessels, four of which were armed, 
the largest mounting fourteen guns. Colonel 
Jobn White, of the Georgia line, with captain 
Iibolm and four other persons, one of whom 
wos the colonel’s servant, after kindling at 
night a number of fires, exhibiting the parade 
ot a large encampment, and using other strat- 
a.ems, peremptory summoned fthe British 
sommander to surrender. Captain French in 
order to save his men from being cut to pie- 
ces, by a force which be supposed to be su- 
perior to his own, surrendered (Ist ot Octo- 


ber) without the smallest resistance. Col. 


Sumpter in a few days amounted to six hun-| 
dred men. With this increase of strength, 
he made a spirited attack on the British at 
Rocky Mount, but was obliged to retreat. He 
next attacked another of the royal detachment 
consisting of the Prince of Wales’ regiment 
and a large body of tories, posted at the Hang- 
ing Rock. The regiment of the prince of 
Walcs was almost annihilated, for of twe Aun- 
dred and seventy eight men of which it was 
composed, there were but nine lett. 
VICTORIOUS BRAVERY CAN DIE CONTESTED. 

Col. Campbell the dying Hero. 
In the heat of the engagement, during the 
battle of Eutaw Springs, on the 8th of Septem- 
ber 1781, colonel Williams, and lieutenant 
colonel Campbell, of the Maryland and Virgi- 
nia coutinentals, were ordered to charge with 
trailed arms; and nothing could exceed the 
intrepidity with which these orders were exe- 
cuted, ‘They rushed on in good order through 
a tremendous fire of artillery and musketry, 
and bore down all before them, Jieutenant co- 
lone! Campbell, while leading on his men to 
the decisive charge, received a mortal wound ; 
and on being told, that the British were ficeing 
in every direction, said, “1 dice contented,” 
and immediately expired. 

HONOUR DEARER THAN LIFF, 
Save my Honour. 

An American officer, during the war of 
Independence, was ordered to a station ol 
extreme peril, when several around him sue- 
gested vorious expedients by which he might 
evade the dangerous post assigned him; he 
made them the following heroic reply—*I 
thank you, my friends, for your solicitude— 
I know I can easily save my life, but who will 
save my honour, should I adopt your advice :”

The Baron having seized this fa- 
vourable opportunity, charged two Hessian 
picquets, whom he made prisoners ; end rout- 
ed three Briush regiments, to whose aeads he 
applied the clubs so effectually, that a consi- 
derable number were ki'led on the spot; and 
finally he retreated with upwards of sixty pri- 
sonels.

MELANCHOLY 

We have today to reco: an event which 
must excite In the breas! ot Cvcry American, 
and we may venture to adc, 2 thatol every civi- 
lized man emoutorfs of © otound regret and 
indignation. —Lieutenant \ommancant AL- 
LEN, one of the rising stars of our naval 
yalaxy, has fallen by the hands of ~ nprincipled 
pirates. In the earnest and scnorabie execu- 
tion of his duty to his country and to man- 
kind, this gallant and accomplished young ot- 
ficer has become the v'ctim ol a yang of des- 
perate buccancers ; but in this, as in most of 
the occurrences of our naval wartare, he died 
in the lap of victory. This melascholy intel- 
ligence was received this mornny, from an 
inteiligcu, gentleman passenger in the Mary 
Ann, Capt. Corry, trom Havana, (now below. ) 
and is furnished to us in these words : 

* About the 9th two masters of American 
vessels, came to Havana tor the express pur- 
pose of raising money for the ransom of their 
vessels, bound to Havana. which with two 
other Americans (bound to N. Orleans.) had 
been recently captured by two piratical 
schooners near Key Romain and lett at an- 
chor in that neighborhood, waitng their return. 
Captain Allen, of the A lgator, on coming 
into port next day, being informed thercof, 
started without coming to anchor in search of 
the pirates, whom on that, or the next day, he 
discovered in the Channel of Matanzas. The 
Alligator drawing too much water, two boats 
were manned and stood tor them; an action 
ensued, in the early part of which Captain 
Allen received two musket balls, one in the 
head, the other in the breast, and soon died, 
encouraging his men to do their duty; which 
t.ey nobly pérformed, for after a short contest 
the pirates abandoned their vessels and swam 
to the shore. The vessels were taken pos- 
session of by the victors, and carried into Ma- 
tanzas. 

They mounted one gun each amidship, with 
4° men each, well armed, and had ¢orsidera- 
ble plunder on board. Our informant does 
nut know what became of their prizes.” 

The Mary Ann has despatches on board 
from the American Agent at Havanna, fur- 
nishes official inforn ‘tion in relation to this 
disastrous occurren:> 

We learn that no «her officer was injured 
belonging to the Alli but that two of her 
seamen were killed, a: . ciree badly wounded. 
Several of the pirates» il ir the action, and 
others drowned il Che: wouring to escape. 

The four prizes we:e also captured and 
towed into Matanzas, a par: of the cargoes 
had been previously lar ed and soia.
